HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 16.—The 
“creeping motorist’’ on traffic congest­ 
ed highways is a menace, Benjamin G. j 
Eynon, state registrar p f motor ve- j 
hides declared in a statement in I 
which he assigned slow driving and 
persistent driving in the center of the 
read as the two principal causes of 
motor accidents lat Saturday and 
Sunday. 
The registrar said that a survey 
oí accident reports justified the con­ 
clusion “that the slow driver on our | 
congested highways during the week­ 
end of August 7 was 
largely 
re- 
rponsible for accidents and for the 
increased traffic congestion.’ He de­ 
clared that highway officials and pa­ 
trolmen found traffic last Sunday 
moving at about 20 miles an hour 
and that in many cases where acci­ 
dents occured 
and 
in 
Saturday j 
traffic streams, movement was less 
than 15 miles an hour. 
Mr. Eynon said that while the de­ 
partment does not seek to '*ncourage 
seeding beyond the margin of safety 
“every one having a license to oper- j 
ate a car should be able to move in 
traffic at 25 to 30 miles an hour If 
he is incapable 
of 
doing 
this he 
sould keep off the heavily traveled 
highways. The least that the slow 
motorist can do is to keep to the right 
of the road as required by law and

Louis G cnkinger ex­ 
pressed him self as believing the wise 
th in g to do would be to en ter an 
agreem ent with an expert to draw* up 
a feasible plan of caring for th e pre­ 
sent and future needs. 
M ayor D unlap said th a t ‘ selfish­ 
ness is the motive of some m en who 
want to say where the bridges will 
and will not go.”

PRICES LOWER 


Survey 
Shows

Principal 
Farm Products Will Be Low­ 
er Than In 1926

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 —Average 
prices this year for five of the princi­ 
pal farm products of the 
United 
States will be lower than the 1926 
levels, the department of agriculture 
predicted today in its 1927 estimate of 
weighted-average prices. 
Based on crop movements up to 
June 1, the department found the av­ 
erage return to wheat producers at 
the farm to be about 123.2 cents a 
bushel against 142.1 cents in 1926. 
Potatoes, on the June first basis, were 
going at 146 against 244.8 in the cor­ 
responding period last year. 
Hog 
prices averaged 9.41 cents a pound j 
against 1197 in 1926, and a dozen 
eggs brought 19.8 cents against a 1926 
average of 25.2 cents. Wool was val­ 
ued at 30.1 cents pound this year and 
32 cents last year, and cotton cleared j 
at an average price of 13.9 cents 
against 16 cents. 
Com, oats. hay. beef, veal and dairy 
products will bring fractionally bet­ 
ter prices.

He 
then entered Homestead high school 
tor one year. In 1905 he entered Du- 
quesne Universtiy. He graduated from 
the college department of that insti­ 
tution in 1913. He then entered St. 
Vincent’s Seminary. Latrobe, Pa., and 
studied for the priesthood. 
On June 22, 1917, he was ordained 
as a priest by the Rt. Rev. J. F. Regis 
Canevin. He said his first mass in St. 
Mary Magdalena church Homestead, 
on June 24,1917. After the death of 
his father in 1918 the family moved to 
Wilkinsburg. 
His first appointment was a tem­ 
porary one of two 
months 
to St. 
Joseph’s church North Side, Pitts­ 
burgh. He went from there to St. Ca- 


r.ice Parish Knoxville. Pa. He was lo­ 
cated there for nine years and while 
in St. Caniee parish was in charge of 
the Sodality and director of the choir 
and dramatic society.

Joseph s 
hospital, 
South Side.

Since being here he has had charge 
of the choir and one of his outstand­ 
ing efforts has been the organization 
and training of a choir of 39 boy so­ 
pranos in the last year and a half.
